FAVERSHAM Carnival’s fireworks 
could be set for a triumphant 
return next year after a ground¬ 
breaking move by police. 

Members of the Kent Police Authority (KPA) 
have made the decision not to charge for the 
policing of community and charitable events. 

This year’s fireworks - one of the major 
attractions on the town’s carnival day - were 
postponed because of the cost to the organisers 
of policing the event. 

They were held at a later date but for many 
residents much of the magic of the day was 
lost - and the carnival procession itself was 
forced to take a shorter route. 

Tom Gates is a Faversham and Kent County 
Councillor and is also on the KPA. 

He is now part of a team of four who will 
oversee final details of the move to no longer 
charge for the community and charity event 
along with the county’s Chief Constable Mike 
Fuller and other senior police officers. 

Cllr Gates said: “This year there was confu¬ 
sion over the policing costs. The carnival, the 
fireworks and a funfair scheduled to be held 
on the same day were all lumped in together, 
creating fears over the total cost. 

“That lead to the postponement and curtail¬ 
ment of the procession. 

“Now that community and charitable events 
are free, we shall no longer have to worry 
about the costs for the carnival and fireworks 
so they can be staged as before. 

“The funfair is actually a commercial con¬ 
cern, so charges will still be made for policing 
it. But now the community events are going to 
be free of charge those sorts of details can be 
ironed out in due course.

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FARMERS are hailing a 
significant breakthrough in 
their fight to have Govern¬ 
ment restrictions on their 
use of migrant labour lifted. 

As part of the reform of immigra¬ 
tion law, MPs had proposed to end 
the Seasonal Agricultural Workers 
Scheme which allows a limited num¬ 
ber of non-EU people to enter the UK 
to work on the harvest of fruit crops. 

But this is now a matter for review 
and the Government has pledged to 
listen to farmers’ fears. 

Said Charles Tassell, deputy chair¬ 
man of the Kent National Farmers’ 
Union: “This is very welcome. This is 
a vital issue for us.” 

The seasonal scheme has already 
seen cutbacks in licences issued for 
migrant workers from around 21,000 
to 16,000 and many have also 
stopped coming to this country 
because of the weakness of the 
pound against the euro. 

This year, farmers experienced 
severe difficulties which were due to 
increase dramatically unless the 
scheme was subject to reform. 

Many said they could see a situa¬ 
tion where valuable food was left rot¬ 
ting in the ground as there was no- 
one to pick it and farms closing 
down. 

Langdale Manor Farm, just out¬ 
side Faversham, was one which was 
particularly badly hit. 

But a debate last week saw MP for 
Faversham and Mid Kent Hugh 
Robertson put the case of the farm¬ 
ers to Immigration Minister Phil 
Woolas. 

The minister has now promised to 
meet NFU representatives to find a 
solution. 

Said Mr Robertson: “He acknowl¬ 
edged that existing plans to end the 
current scheme would result in a 
shortfall that would lead to farmers 
going out of business. 

“This was a significant break¬ 
through and we hope to make fur-

ther progress when we meet in the 
New Year. 

‘Without this commitment from 
the minister the future would have 
looked extremely bleak for fruit 
farming.” 

Kent NFU chairman Kevin 
Attwood has a farm near 
Doddington and has been campaign¬ 
ing for change ever since the issue 
was raised. 

Mr Attwood said: “The scheme had 
been working extremely well as the 
labour which came into this country 
was very good. 

“People who came from countries - 
usually in eastern Europe - which 
had strong agricultural traditions 
were extremely hard working and 
efficient. 

“It is fair to say such a level of 
expertise does not exist in the UK at 
the present time. 

“But the whole issue became 
bound up with the wider matter of 
immigration and the Government 
decided to act on what was for them 
a small matter - but what is for us a 
crucial factor in our livelihood.”

“This is great news for the people of 
Faversham as the day, with its parade 
and fireworks, is one of the most 
important on the annual calendar. 

“I have lived in the town all my life 
and attended the carnival for as long 
as I can remember. 

“So naturally I was pleased when 
this new policy was adopted.” 

The change in regulations came at a 
meeting held by KPA under its chair 
Ann Barnes and with Mr Fuller in 
attendance. 

The revised policy has still to be for¬ 
mally adopted but that is viewed by 
members as a “rubber stamp” and it is 
due to be in force by January of next 
year. 

Mark Gilmartin, KPA chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “The authority and force 
have considered the implications for 
charity and community events at 
length during the spring and summer 
of this year.” 

Faversham Carnival is one of the 
most historic in the UK and is very 
unusual in its annual autumn date 
with this year’s event taking place on 
October 10. 

It began in 1890 as an attempt to 
combine a parade with Guy Fawkes 
festivities - which is why the fire¬ 
works are so important. 

Gunpowder plot commemorations 
had been so popular in the town that 
on one occasion in 1857 the mayor - a 
man named FF Giraud - had to call 
in troops and read the Riot Act to stop 
revellers. 


Probe into Anne's 
death draws blank 

EXAMINATION into the cause of 
death of 81-year-old Anne Gregory is 
still taking place. 

The pensioner’s body was discov¬ 
ered in the Iron Wharf area of the 
town after a search was launched.

PROPOSALS for Hobbit-style 
underground homes have been 
thrown out by council chiefs. 

But the woman behind the innovative 
scheme for holiday homes says she is refusing 
to give up on the project. 

Last week the plans were rejected at a coun¬ 
cil meeting but Maggie Berry - whose brain¬ 
child they are - has vowed to fight on. 

She said there was plenty of support for the 
eco-friendly scheme which is unique in Kent. 

The proposal for her home village of 
Boughton-under-Blean would have seen the 
first zero carbon emission homes in the county 
constructed in a field that was once an orchard. 

They would also have been as independent as 
possible from mains supplies and use solar 
panels to generate energy. 

Resembling the homes of the hobbits in the 
epic Lord of the Rings movie, the properties 
would have used less than a tenth of the 
amount of energy of the average British home. 

Swale’s local authority regeneration depart¬ 
ment praised the idea as “an innovative 
tourism product” a “unique visitor offer” and 
“an outstanding holiday experience”. 

But councillors rejected the plans after offi¬ 
cers recommended refusal saying the develop¬ 
ment is in open country and is therefore not 
justified. 

Mrs Berry said: “We are not leaving it there. 

“I have requested a further meeting with the 
planners as people generally seem to think it is 
a good idea. One of the objections seemed to be 
that it was in the wrong place but in point of 
fact we carefully considered the siting. 

“It is easily accessible from the village and 


from the railway station and bus stops. 

“They could all be reached by public footpaths 
across country, as could the shops and various 
other services and pubs. 

“This was a very eco-friendly idea put for¬ 
ward at a time when green initiatives are sup¬ 
posedly being looked on favourably. 

“So that is why we shall continue the fight to 
get this innovative plan accepted. 

“I currently run a bed and breakfast business 
so I do know what people are looking for when 


they want a holiday and a place in the country¬ 
side is certainly very popular with those look¬ 
ing for something different.” 

Further meetings are in the process of being 
organised to restart the development scheme 

However Boughton parish council is also 
against the idea with a spokesman saying: “It is 
difficult to understand who would want to 
spend a holiday in a half buried dwelling, in a 
damp field with no proper services in the mid¬ 
dle of nowhere.” Try telling that to a hobbit.

Householder's 
quick thinking 
puts out blaze 


Football club nets 
vital funding to 
save flying balls 


AN electrical fault in a washing 
machine is believed to have been 
the cause of a fire at a home last 
week. 

Firefighters praised the prompt 
action of the householder in 
Cyprus Road, who managed to 
extinguish the blaze before they 
arrived. 

She pulled out the electrical plug 
from the device and put out flames 
using a dry-powder fire extin¬ 
guisher. However she suffered 
from smoke inhalation during 
her actions and was treated by 
paramedics. 

The emergency crews received 
the alert at 3.44pm and a fire 
engine and ambulance were both 
dispatched. 

A Fire Brigade spokeswoman 
said: “The downstairs was 20 per 
cent damaged by smoke but the 
fire was put out by the woman, 
who was the only person in the 
house, before any firefighters 
arrived. 

“Her actions were prompt and 
correct and she certainly prevent¬ 
ed any further damage to the 
property. 

“She had breathed in smoke and 
an ambulance attended but she did 
not require hospital treatment.” 


MOTORISTS travelling past 
Faversham Football Club’s Salters 
Lane ground on match days will no 
longer have to look out for wayward 
shots flying across the street as new 
netting has been installed behind 
the goals. 

The club is currently lying fifth in 
the Kent League with six wins and 
four draws and an impressive 25 
goals scored. 

Now officials and players say 
those shots not going in the onion 
bag will be saved by the nets, so 
ensuring matches and training are 
no longer delayed. 

When the club moved to the 
ground in 1948, A2 traffic was fairly 
light and not much of a problem 
with cars few and far between. 

But by 2002 when a study into 
traffic density was carried out an 
average of 14,500 vehicles were 
passing the ground during a 12 
hour period. 


Since the team’s successful 
revival in 2005 - with three teams 
now taking the field - the risk of a 
stray ball hitting traffic and causing 
an accident had become a real con¬ 
cern. 

Club officials decided the obvious 
solution was the erection of ball stop 
netting along the Canterbury Road 
side of the ground. But a look into 
the costs of such a plan revealed 
the necessary cash was well outside 
the finances of the club. 

Grant funding however was 
sought, and Viridor Credits have 
now awarded £20,000 which cov¬ 
ered the bulk of the finances. 

The fencing project also included 
a section behind the goal at the 
Reynolds/Warner stand end, and 
both ends of the training pitch. 

The club’s grants officer Roger 
Bennett “We offer grateful thanks 
to Viridor Credits for their generos¬ 
ity in giving us this award.”

Beesley admitted to assault but was so 
drunk he couldn’t remember the attack. He 
was remanded in custody for two weeks. 

Town centre antisocial 
zone extended by cops 

A DISPERSAL zone set up in Heme Bay to 
cut down on antisocial behaviour has been 
extended until January. 

Set up in the Heron ward, it was 
originally planned to last for three months, 
during which time more than 60 people 
were moved on. 

But police say it has “made a significant 
dent in antisocial behaviour figures” and 
claim positive feedback from residents who 
say they have a better quality of life. 

Heron covers much of the town centre. 

Flat cap robber locks up 
jewellery shop's staff 

POLICE are hunting for a jewellery thief 
who threatened staff at a Canterbury shop 
dressed in a flat cap and tweed coat. 

The man went into Stillwell’s in Burgate 
at about 2.45pm on Monday, November 3, 
and intimidated staff with a kitchen knife. 

He stole a quantity of items and locked 
two members of staff in a back room. 

The robber is aged about 50, and was slim, 
grey-haired and unshaven. He wore glasses, 
tan trousers, black gloves and brown shoes. 


A MOTHER of six has been evicted 
from her Herne Bay council house 
after neighbours reported months 
of abuse and harassment. 

A catalogue of complaints was compiled 
about the family’s antisocial behaviour which 
reportedly included throwing a bag of urine 
through an open window on to a bed, and 
spitting at people in the street. 

The woman and six children - three 
teenagers, two children under 12, and a baby - 
were told to leave the house in Partridge Close 
by October 29 following a possession order 
granted on October 1, or face eviction. 

The possession order was enforced on 
Friday, November 7, but police say the family 
had already gone by the time officers arrived. 
It is not known where the woman and her 
family is now living. 

Police say the family had been making life a

misery for their neighbours, who had made 
numerous calls to both them and Hyde 
Housing Association about the family. 

Heme Bay neighbourhood officer PC Mark 
Rogers said: “Other families have had to live 
with months of abuse and harassment. When 
I first talked to them about improving their 
quality of life, I was told ‘what quality of life?’. 

“That comment really stuck in my mind.” 

The housing association asked residents to 
keep diaries detailing the problems they were 
havin, and used this and other reports as 
evidence to secure the eviction. 

Hyde say that Canterbury council is now 
required to make a decision as to whether 
their former tenant is deemed “intentionally 
homeless”. 

If so, the authority will not have a statutory 
duty to re-house her. 


Hyde’s antisocial behaviour co-ordinator 
Nicola Haig said: “The resident will need to 
discuss this direct with them and seek the 
necessary housing advice from the council. 

“Prior to the eviction, Hyde worked with a 
number of support agencies and made several 
attempts to engage with the resident, 
including setting up a meeting with the 
council’s homeless section which the resident 
failed to attend. 

“We worked extremely hard on this case to 
rectify the problems and the resident was 
given every opportunity to amend the anti¬ 
social behaviour but failed to do so, despite 
legal action. 

“This left us little option but to protect our 
other residents by seeking a possession order.”

Gurkha death

FOLLOWING the death in action

Cllr Staley, who has long been involved 
with the Gurkha’s campaign, explained the 
situation facing the dead soldier’s family was 
bleak unless British supporters stepped in to 
help them. 

He said: “The soldier who was killed was 
his parents’ only child. There is no pension in 
Nepal; it is a very poor country, so now they 
will have no means of support. 

“It is up to us to help people in this 
situation. 

“It is always women and children who 
suffer most in wartime, and I would like 
this foundation to help victims of war in all 
situations.”

Deeply affected by what he saw, he helped 
set up a similar charity to help Vietnamese 
civilians, as well as helping to negotiate the 
release of several American prisoners of war, 
including recently defeated presidential 
candidate John McCain. 

The Littleboume councillor wants the new 
charity - which may be named The Gurkha 
Peace Foundation - to not only help victims 
of war, but to actively promote peace in war 
tom regions. 

And with the election of Barak Obama, he 
looks forward to a less belligerent America, 
and a time when the Gurkhas will cease to be 
used aggressively; instead filling a peace¬ 
keeping role, which could be reflected by the 
foundation. 

He said: “The Gurkhas are one of the finest 
fighting forces in the world, but they are 
soldiers with a conscience. 

“Nepal’s proximity to India has instilled in 
them Gandhi’s principals, so they would 
make the perfect peace keeping force.” 

Mr Staley will be releasing more details 
about the foundation next year.

Roadshow spreads the 
word about freedom 

STUDENTS and parents found out about the 
Kent Freedom Pass when the roadshow bus 
arrived in Sittingboume last week aiming to 
get them to apply for a valid pass. 

Members of Kent Youth County Council - 
who pressed for the bus pass for under 16s - 
were on hand to answer questions along with 
council officials and bus operators. 

Kent is the first county council in the coun¬ 
try to introduce the scheme, which allows 
young people at secondary school in years 7-11 
free bus travel anytime, anywhere - for an 
annual £50 advance payment. 

More than 10,000 young people have already 
got the pass which they are using around 
200,000 times a month. The scheme is being 
progressively rolled out to schools in the coun¬ 
ty after a successful trial in Canterbury, 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge. 

Volunteers help clean 
up banks of stream 

THE stream that runs past Chart Mills to 
Stonebridge Pond and into Faversham Creek 
forms part of the town’s association with 
industry, stretching back hundreds of years.

in Kent, Surrey and Sussex are the only service 
currently providing this level of excellence. 

Q What is the average time that it takes for an air ambu¬ 
lance crew to arrive on scene? 

A On average we get from our Marden air¬ 
base to the scene of an accident or medical 
emergency in seven minutes. We used to make 
much of the fact that we could deliver the 
patient to the nearest district general hospital 
in eight minutes. However, we have changed 
the way emergency care is delivered, so that 
by taking a doctor to the scene and stabilising 
the patient, we may in fact spend a lot more 
time at the roadside. The doctor will then 
decide which is the most appropriate hospital 
for their injury (bums, neurology, etc) and we 
will take them straight there, whether that be 
in London or further afield. 


Q The Kent trust has secured the right to host the next 
AirMed World Congress, what will that involve? 

A We have spent the last three years looking 
at other models of emergency care around 
Europe and have stolen the best ideas. We 
have gone about this quietly, but to our sur¬ 
prise our innovations have not gone unnoticed 
and we were flattered when the International 
Committee of the AirMed World Congress 
asked us to host the next World Congress in 
2011. This will be held at the Brighton Centre 
(there is no conference venue big enough in 
Kent) and will mean for the next three years 
the world’s aero-medical community will be 
looking to us for leadership and inspiration.

I Can you tell us about the trust? 


A The Kent Air Ambulance Trust was found¬ 
ed by Kate Chivers, an incredible woman, 
who has never been properly recognised for her 
achievements. She fought the health establish¬ 
ment for years to bring an Independent’ air 
ambulance service to Kent in the early 90s and 
it gave me great personal pleasure to see one of 
our helicopters named after her last year. 

I am only the second CEO of this amazing 
organisation, but I work with eight tmstees, 
each of whom bring a special skill and lots of 
experience to board meetings. Among our 
tmstees we have men and women with expert¬ 
ise in finance, the law, business and medicine.

How many members of staff are there based at the 
Marden headguarters? 

We operate a smaller, satellite base from 
Dunsfold Park in Surrey (where Top Gear is 
filmed) but at Marden, we have 12 full-time 
staff in the office - three doctors, six paramedics 
and three pilots. We are proud that we only 
spend 11 per cent of our income on admin and 
14 per cent on fundraising, considerably lower 
than the national average for charities. 

Q How many of those team members would board a 999 
flight? 

A Every time the helicopter is scrambled, it will 
have a pilot (all ex-Army), a pre-hospital care 
specialist doctor (as opposed to ordinary GP or 
hospital doctor) and a critical care paramedic. 
This is the highest level of care available and we

I Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


Ill was raised in Bromley, where I experi¬ 
enced a happy but undistinguished second¬ 
ary modem education at Quemmore School. 

After a few years working for the London 
borough of Bromley, latterly as a superannua¬ 
tion officer, I decided to change direction and 
at the age of 21 found myself immersed in the 
world of drug and alcohol addiction coun¬ 
selling and rehabilitation, a career path that 
was to some extent predicated by the untime¬ 
ly death of my older brother on account of his 
drug misuse. 

During the 90s I spent protracted periods of 
time in Tanzania, East Africa, establishing a 
health and education project, before moving to 
Essex in 2000 where I joined the staff of a com¬ 
mercial radio station. 

I became the first executive director of the 
Essex Air Ambulance in 2001 and joined Kent 
Air Ambulance as its CEO in October 2003. 

I am married to Karan and live in Ashford. 


Q How did you become chief executive of the Kent Air 
Ambulance Trust? 

When I joined the staff of the Essex Air 
Ambulance, it was not on account of any 
medical or aviation experience, but the fact that 
radio had given me a communications platform. 
Using the media and public platforms to gener¬ 
ate awareness and affection for the air ambu¬ 
lance service, had I presume, brought me to the 
attention of others, and it was a great honour to 
be ‘asked’ to apply for the top job in Kent.

Car tax rises heading south 


DRIVERS in the county are set to 
be hit hardest by new road tax 
rises, according to information 
obtained by a car buying advice 
company 

Parkers says Government figures reveal 
that due to the largest proportion of 
high-emission cars in the most expensive tax 
bands being in our area, local motorists will be 
significantly worse off compared with the rest 
of the country when new road tax laws are 
introduced. 

It means vastly increased tax bills for

215,000 drivers across the whole of the South 
East, bringing in an additional £86 million to 
the Government through road tax in 2009. 

When the tax hike was first announced it 
was believed older vehicles would be exempt, 
but the Treasury then revealed owners of larg¬ 
er cars bought since March 2001 would be hit. 

Under the new road tax system, there will be 
13 bands ranging from A to M, with vehicles 
being classed based on their carbon emissions. 
New cars will also be subject to a so-called 
‘showroom rate’. 


Chancellor Alistair Darling said the changes 
would come into effect from next April, and 
raise an additional £1.2 billion in revenue by 
March 2011. 

However, critics insist his Budget failed to 
make clear that much of this money would 
come from older cars. 

They say owners of vehicles that emit more 
than 225g of carbon dioxide per kilometre - 
including some models of Renault Espace and 
Vauxhall Zafira - will pay £430 in duty in 
2010, compared with £210 this year. 

The rise will be staggered, moving to £300 
next year before reaching the top rate. 

Medium-sized cars that emit more than 


180g/km - including some Ford Mondeo mod¬ 
els - could see increases of up to £100 over the 
same period, it is claimed. 

Paul Watters, head of roads policy at the AA, 
said: “The Government presented the changes 
as means of influencing people’s purchasing 
decisions, but it turns out it is also penalising 
hard-pressed families who have been running 
the same car for many years.” 

A Treasury official said the road tax reform 
would “further strengthen environmental incen¬ 
tives to purchase and develop fuel efficient cars”. 

The Government’s position on vehicle excise 
duty remains as set out by the Chancellor in 
his Budget statement to Parliament,” she said.

WESTLANDS School in 
Sittingboume received an impres¬ 
sive report after a recent visit by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

“Outstanding” was the verdict reached fol¬ 
lowing the two-day inspection which focused 
on creative learning, in particular the way the 
curriculum meets the needs of pupils and 
their enjoyment of lessons. 

The school - which recently had an open 
evening - also rated “outstanding” during the 
last visit which took place in February. 

Headteacher Jon Whitcombe said: “To be 
classed as an outstanding provider of educa¬ 
tion again by Ofsted is a tremendous achieve¬ 
ment for the school and all connected with it. 

“The key to Westlands’ success over recent 
years has been through ensuring the curricu¬ 
lum is exciting for pupils and that they enjoy 
their learning. 

“I want to see our pupils happy at school and 
feel cared for and supported. When this is the 
case pupils tend to be highly successful. 

“At Westlands every child matters. I’m glad 
Ofsted recognises our efforts in this area.” 

The inspectors have made their findings 
available to staff and added recommendations 
of areas which could be improved. 

The report stated: “Throughout the school 
the effects of cross-curricular work, extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities, vocational courses and verti¬ 
cal tutoring are seen to combine to provide a 
vibrant curriculum to match every student’s 
needs: here, indeed, every child matters.” 

It also commented on Mr Whitcombe’s role, 
saying: “Your leadership of the school is out¬ 
standing. Your conviction that creative learn¬ 
ing is key to the school’s excellent contextual 
value added scores is fully borne out by obser¬ 


vations over the two days. 

‘You and your team of senior leaders and 
staff manage the work of the school with an 
outstanding sense of purpose and drive that 
stems from an understanding that when stu¬ 
dents are being creative they are learning 
well. You have inspired your staff by your 
approach.” 

The school’s diversity also came in for praise, 
with the report concluding: “All courses are 
available to any students and though there 


are some single sex groups, this stems from 
students exercising freedom of choice. 

“For example, the construction group is cur¬ 
rently all boys, but this has not always been 
the case and there is no bar to girls choosing 
this course.” 

Areas for improvement included incorporat¬ 
ing the evaluation of creative learning into 
monitoring procedures and incorporating 
opportunities for creative learning into the 
work of all students wherever possible.

And if that wasn’t enough, the world 
continues to teeter on the edge of financial 
meltdown as the stock markets drop quicker 
than Harry Redknapp’s reputation in and 
around Portsmouth. 

Throw in new scientific proof that the rise in 
temperatures at the North and South Poles 
can be attributed to mankind’s influence on 
the atmosphere, and not just a natural cycle, 
and all in all it was a pretty strong news week. 

Yet you’d be forgiven for not realising it. 
Because our newspapers, radio and television 
stations over the past ten days have been dom¬ 
inated by a misjudged phone call placed by 


two over paid stars to the bloke who used to be 
the bumbling buffoon Manuel from Fawlty 
Towers. You really could not make it up. 

Perhaps it was the glorious escape from day 
after day of doom and gloom about capitalism 
itself self-imploding... none of which most of 
us really understood, other than all our jobs 
were a little less secure. What could be the per¬ 
fect tonic but a desperate craving for the blood 
of two celebrities for whom the credit crunch 
sounds more like a trendy type of apple than 
something to impact on their wealth? 

Of course, there were some key principles at 
stake. Yes, the BBC has a responsibility to its 
licence fee paying public and yes, it was about 
time Jonathan Ross was exposed as the tired 
old bloated has-been he has become. 

But the acres of news print and hour upon 
hour of broadcast space devoted to it, has been 
overkill on a level previously unheard of. 

And the casualties seem to be mounting up 
at an alarming pace. First Russell Brand - a 
fine talent and whose radio show was, for those 
who had never heard of it before this fuss, an 
hilarious, witty treat which will be sadly 
missed - then the controller of Radio 2 and, at

I could say we need to get a bit of a sense of 
perspective here. There are more important 
things at stake.

We, as a nation, have this 
regrettable ability to whip ourselves into a 
ridiculous frenzy over things we suddenly 
attach society’s core values to. But what bene¬ 
fit has losing Brand as a Saturday evening DJ 
or the controller of Radio 2 actually brought to 
society that a good old fashioned apology 
couldn’t do? Precisely nothing, I would say. 

In fact the only good is that I don’t have to 
watch Jonathan Ross on the telly for three 
months. And the off button was always there 
for me to make that judgement without a bay¬ 
ing mob doing it for me.

DANIEL Craig is looking 
tired. With his second 
Bond film, Quantum Of 
Solace, just released, he is 
arguably the most in- 
demand actor in the 
world right now. 

But the lines around his blue 
eyes don’t dull their sparkle and 
the slight sound of fatigue in his 
voice doesn’t diminish his obvious 
enthusiasm for the role. 

Dressed in a grey suit, with a 
handkerchief in his breast pocket, 
a black waistcoat and crisp white 
shirt, he looks just like the slick 
MI6 agent. 

However, you wouldn’t expect 
James Bond to be wearing his 
right arm in a sling. 

“Damn, I was trying to hide 
that,” he jokes, at mention of the 
shoulder injury. 

“I think I tore it a few years ago, 
maybe even before I started as 
Bond, there’s no way of telling, but 
doing two Bond movies didn’t 
help,” he adds, with a brave laugh. 

At just over an hour and 40 
minutes, Quantum Of Solace is 
one of the shortest of the 22 Bond 
films, but it’s also the most action- 
packed and Craig is justifiably 
proud to say he did most of his 
own stunts. 

The film is the first direct sequel 
in the Bond franchise and picks 
up just 20 minutes after Casino 
Royale ended, as 007 jets around 
the globe on a personal mission to 
avenge the death of his beloved 
Vesper and learn more about the 
secret organisation Quantum. 

From the opening car chase and 
rooftop chase sequence in Italy to 
the desert-set climax, the pace is 
almost relentless and it’s hard to 
imagine what it was like to film. 


“The rooftop scene was tough,” 
admits Craig, who turned 40 dur¬ 
ing filming. 

“There were five, six, cameras 
on cranes and there’s an aerial 
camera and resetting is difficult, 
plus the fact that I’m tied off and 


jumping over roofs. So it was 
tough but also a lot of fun to shoot 
- and a very nice view!” 

The actor’s first outing as Bond 
in 2006’s Casino Royale took more 
at the box office than any other, 
was nominated for nine Bafta

Awards and won the actor an 
army of female fans for the tight 
blue trunks scene. 

With Craig in the role, the fran¬ 
chise was stripped back to basics, 
with 007 becoming a ruthless 
bare-knuckled fighter, who didn’t 
need to rely on gadgets to get him 
out of a fix. 

Bond has fewer catchy one-lin¬ 
ers and is seemingly a more emo¬ 
tional man. 

Quantum Of Solace sees Bond 
team up with the sultry Camille 
(Olga Kurylenko) as their shared 
need for revenge unites them 
against a Bolivian general who is 
doing a deal with a philanthropic 
businessman.

THERE is something quintessen- 
tially English about The Grand 
Hotel in Brighton. 

It’s not just the glorious splendour of the 
building which stands so majestically on the 
seafront, its instantly recognisable white 
frontage a beacon of delightful architecture 
alongside the dull concrete monstrosity of the 
neighbouring Brighton Centre. 

It is, instead, its very concept in this day and 
age. The British seaside has taken a tsunami- 
style pummelling over the last few decades 
with its reputation as a place capable of deliv¬ 
ering luxury eroded by the explosion in cheap 
foreign holidays and the resulting decline in 
our coastal towns. 

It is particularly easy for us Kent folk to be 
a little blase about the seaside, too. 

After all, most of us live either on the coast 
or a short drive away from it. But a two-hour 
jaunt down to West Sussex may just remind 
you what makes the Great British seaside 
quite so, well, great. 

Brighton has, over the last decade, exploded 
into a thriving, bustling city. Youthful and live¬ 
ly, it retains a charm which endears it to all 
age groups. 

It may be described as London-on-Sea, but 
it’s the nice bits of London it replicates, 
remaining on a scale which ensures you can 
shop down The Lanes or the other busy retail

hubs while never more than a short stroll from 
the promenade and a seemingly never-ending 
number of pubs and restaurants. It is, in short, 
an absolute winner of a location. And The 
Grand is the icing on the cake. 

For many, the De Vere venue will forever be 
known as the site of an assassination attempt 
on the Thatcher government in 1984. 

But proving its heart is pure red, white and 
blue, it brushed itself down, just as Margaret 
Thatcher did, rebuilt and proved it takes more 
than a terrorist’s bomb to keep a British land¬ 
mark down. 


Today it oozes class from every pore. From 
the marbled entrance to the grand staircase 
which spirals up through its very core, every¬ 
thing about it has the sweet smell of history 
and refinement pulsing through its veins.

The Kings Restaurant provides sumptuous 
surroundings for breakfast and meals. And the 
evening service is an experience you really 
ought to treat yourself to if you stay here - you 
will not regret it. The staff are - as they were 
throughout the stay - attentive and polite, yet 
never overbearing. They lurk in the shadows, 
seemingly emerging just as you need them. 

It can be tricky to pull yourself away from 
the hotel and into the sometimes bracing sea 
air, but Brighton complements its splendour 
well. 

Its proximity to Kent makes it an easy des¬ 
tination to get to for a weekend away, and its 
wealth of theatres, eateries, pubs, clubs and 
culture should ensure not a minute is wasted.

Auction option 
more popular 

BUYING properties at auction is becom¬ 
ing more popular in the growing desire 
for competitive prices in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

But there are other benefits too, 
according to market experts. 

Melanie Bien, director of independent 
mortgage broker Savills Private 
Finance, said: “The greatest advantage 
of buying at auction is the certainty. 

“If your bid is successful, you exchange 
contracts on the day of the sale, effective¬ 
ly committing you to the purchase and 
completion within 28 days, so both buyer 
and seller know exactly where they 
stand. The price can’t be changed and 
completion can’t be delayed.” 

But the down side is that you have to 
be extremely well prepared. 

‘You must carry out all your due dili¬ 
gence first and have your finance in 
place,” said El Group’s David 
Sandeman. 

‘You need to have paid a solicitor to 
look at the legal documentation and had 
a survey carried out, because as soon as 
the hammer falls, you exchange con¬ 
tracts and pay a ten per cent deposit 
there and then. There is no going back.”

Red tape slashed 

THE Government has relaxed planning 
permission rules for homeowners looking 
to extend their properties.

This means about 80,000 applications 
will be removed from the planning sys¬ 
tem each year. However, larger exten¬ 
sions will still need permission.

“I’m scrapping the red tape so it is much 
easier to convert the loft into that extra 
bedroom and build an extension.” 


Lettings market 
has many pitfalls 
for the unwary

LANDLORDS who buy property to 
let it out are being warned the cur¬ 
rent economic situation could 
mean higher numbers of tenants 
fall behind on their rent. 

Unemployment is set to rise in the coming 
year as the economy contracts and landlords 
are being urged to protect themselves. 

In recent times, buy-to-let has proved a pop¬ 
ular option as more people decide to rent 
homes rather than commit to a mortgage. 

But as redundancies look likely, those land¬ 
lords who opted to take on properties for that 
reason could find themselves encountering 
problems. 

Judienne Wood, lettings director at agents 
Kinleigh Folkard and Hayward, said: “It is 
inevitable that more tenants will default on 
their monthly payments as there is no sign of 
a brightening sky on the horizon of the eco¬ 
nomic climate and unemployment is rising. 

“There is insurance to cover this eventuality 
and my advice to landlords is to make sure 
they are covered. 

“Another danger landlords should watch out 
for is an increase in estate agents turning to 
the lettings market offering cheap deals - 
there’s no truer adage than you get what you 
pay for.” 

Other property agents have issued similar 
warnings while the industry has also seen a 
shift in supply and demand. 

The market could also see tenants getting 
greater choice as more would-be sellers rent 
out their home and investors buy properties 
cheaply to rent out. 

Property website Letalife is regarded as one 


of the top sources of information on this sub¬ 
ject. 

But its website also has a cautionary note, 
saying: “These days buy to let appears to be an 
enticing way to invest your hard-earned 
money. 

“Many people are becoming uncertain about 
the value and even reliability of some of the 
previously more conventional methods of gen¬ 
erating a retirement income. 

“People will always need somewhere to live. 
So renting out property must be a surefire 
investment, right? 

“Not necessarily. You need to be certain that 


you have the right kind of property for the 
area you are buying into.” 

Predicting for the future, Ms Wood added: 
“In 2009 the lettings market will remain frag¬ 
ile. We will continue to see a fall in tenants reg¬ 
istering as most will not move unless they 
really need to. 

“Overall, 2009 will not be an easy year for 
the lettings market. Landlords who have good, 
well-presented properties close to transport 
links and who are prepared to be flexible and 
negotiate on the rental price are likely to find 
tenants quicker and avoid empty periods more 
than landlords who hang on for top rents.”

WHOEVER authorized the 2005 
transmogrification of the original 
Daewoo Matiz into the Chevrolet 
version, needs reminding of the 
phrase: ‘if it ain’t broke don’t fix it’. 

The original 1998 design for an affordable 
five-door city car was the best thing to come 
out of the Korean Daewoo car making opera¬ 
tion, but a relatively big thirst and some silly 
handling under pressure needed correction. 

But Chevy (General Motors) could not leave 
it there. It also re-drew the little car’s profile to 
look like it had been on that nation’s infamous 
burger diet. 

GM said the car became more crash resist¬ 
ant, although a kicked up front window line 
looks like a shunt caused it. 

The interior looked and felt better, but pre¬ 
sumed production economies from moving the 
main clocks to the centre of the dash may have 
deterred some buyers. 

Nevertheless, the basic appeal of the Matiz 
remains: great space-efficiency, minimal run¬ 
ning costs, refinement that belies the car’s 
size, good space for four, even if the rear seats 


are rather upright, plus very keen prices and 
decent standard spec from a little over six 
grand. 

The car’s relatively long ‘wheel-at-each-cor- 
ner’ wheelbase delivers a good ride, although 
the small wheels still crash over ruts and 
holes on poor roads. 

And if you expected the little car to be 
caught out at motorway speeds, you would be 
wrong. The 1.0 model (from £6,995) we tested 
cruises well at the legal limit, free from much 
intrusion by engine, wind and road noise. 

Tweaking both the 800cc and l,000cc petrol 
engines boosted economy by 15 per cent and 
both should average more than 50mpg, though 
this is being outclassed by more modem city 
car designs and only the small engine sneaks 
into the lowest payable (£35/year) road tax 
band. 

On the other hand, you should balance the 
fuel and tax demands against the car’s pur¬ 
chase and maintenance costs. 

And it does have two more aces: fun han¬ 
dling - minus the power to create difficulties - 
plus versatility. The 60/40 split/fold rear 
seats mean you can create a little van in 
seconds.

HOME-BASED businesses such as eBay trading 
are set to boom as cash-strapped people look for sec¬ 
ondary incomes to make ends meet. 

But nearly one million home-workers are apparently unwittingly 
putting themselves at severe financial risk by wrongly believing they 
are covered by existing home-contents policies. 

Research from online insurance provider Insurantz.com, which has 
Kent clients, found nearly half of Britain’s 2.1 million home-workers 
fail to get any business insurance at all, risking loss of livelihood, 
heavy fines and crippling legal fees if things go wrong. 

Nearly 1,400 home businesses launch every week and the credit 
crunch will spur further growth in the sector. Sites such as eBay have 
spawned a generation of more than 180,000 ‘eBaypreneurs’ in the 
UK, who use the internet either as a primary or secondary source of 
income. 

James Pickering, managing director, said: “In the current economic 
climate setting up a home business can offer individuals or families 
a great way to supplement their income and cope with rising costs, 
but it’s dangerous to think the process is simply a matter of getting a 
laptop and an internet connection. 

“The reality is that, from an insurance perspective at least, home 
business owners face exactly the same risks as any other businesses.” 

In a recent survey, the firm found home-workers are the least like¬ 
ly of any sector to have insurance. 

Many home business owners wrongly believe their home contents 
insurance provides the cover they need, when in reality most stan¬ 
dard home insurance policies exclude any business activity run from 
home. 

With many eBay entrepreneurs using equipment and keeping 
stock in a spare room at home, losses can quickly become crippling if 
disaster strikes. A home insurer may even have the right to turn a 
significant claim down such as theft, damage or arson as a result of 
running a business from home. 

The firm also believes many online traders are unaware of their 
obligation to protect customers under legislation such as the Sale of 
Goods Act. 

A significant number fail to take out product liability insurance, 
which could safeguard them from legal action or loss of revenue in 
the event a customer is injured or their property damaged. 

Mr Pickering said: “There’s definitely a good deal of confusion sur¬ 
rounding the responsibility that business owners have to deliver 
goods that are both fit for purpose and of satisfactory quality. 

“Ultimately the buck could stop with the seller, so businesses trad¬ 
ing on eBay need protection to prevent financial penalties and even 
legal action if the goods they are selling turn out to be faulty, or worse, 
SITTING PRETTY: But home-based businesses need special insurance cover dangerous.”

Town hope to keep hold of 
star players despite wage cut

FAVERSHAM Town manager Justin 
Luchford is confident his squad will 
stick together after he was forced to tell 
some of his players they will not be 
paid. 

The Lilywhites committee have decided to cut the 
club’s wage bill which has meant Luchford has had 
to trim his player budget. 

He told some of the club’s players at midweek 
training that they will not be paid “for the foreseeable 
future” while others are likely to have their expenses 
cut. 

The Town boss insisted that none of his players 
have been released and hopes they will agree to play 
for the club without being paid. 

He told Yourswale: “By no way does this mean the 
club is in trouble. The good things is that Faversham 
is a club that is run correctly, there are no overdrafts 
or overhanging debts and no issues off the pitch. 

“Gates are down everywhere, and with us having 
just one home game in the next five weeks, the com¬ 
mittee have decided to show some caution. Hopefully 
we will turn the comer and things will improve after 
Christmas. 

Debts 

“I do not want anyone to go. I will be doing every¬ 
thing I can to keep players at the club. It is not the 
kind of situation you want to be in but it is not only 
us, everyone in the Kent League is being affected.” 

With Folkestone Invicta and Margate facing 
Inland Revenue debts, Faversham Town’s committee 
have decided to tighten their belts in the lead up to 
Christmas to ensure the Salters Lane club run Town 
without any debt. 

While Luchford concedes it will alert the whole of 
the Kent League to their situation, he is confident 
his players will unite behind the club and stay at 
Salters Lane. 

He said: “I’m confident I will keep 95 per cent of my 
players, especially the big ones. 

“I have not received any seven day approaches for 
any of our players, although I am not going to say I 
am not expecting any. 

“I have heard internet rumours that Damian Abel 
is going to Folkestone or Hythe, but I can tell you he 
is not going anywhere.” 

There is some good news for Town fans though as 
Tom Hickman’s loan deal from Margate has been 
extended by another month and striker Lynden 
Rowland is expected to return to training this week. 
The forward, who signed from Maidstone United in 
pre-season, hasn’t started a game for the Lilywhites 
due to injury. However, although he could return to 
the side in the next few weeks, Luchford conceded 
the club might not be able to afford to keep him.
